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REMARKS 

In response to the Ex parte Quayle Action new claims 74-93 claims are canceled. 
Claims 3-9, 12-18, 23-36, 41-44 and 46-73 were previously withdrawn from examination. 
Claims 37-44 were found allowable. Applicant may pursue the subject matter of the canceled 
claims in this or other related applications. An IDS is also submitted herewith. 

Election/Restriction 

The requirement for restriction interposed in the response to the Office 
Communication of June 22, 2006 alleges claims 74-93 are directed to the non-elected 
subcombination 2, which was previously withdrawn from consideration on November 3, 
2005. 

Provisional Election 

Though Applicant did elect subcombination 2 which claims 74-93 are directed on 
November 3, 2005, in the interest of moving claims 37-44 to issuance, Applicant elects 
claims 37-44 and will cancel claims 74-93 without prejudice herein. Applicant may pursue 
the subject matter of claim s 74-93 in this or other related applications.
